Is a late speech in the commons Sir John 
said: * The government would continue the 
policy of giving full rations to the Indians 
who remained on their reserves, and when 
the rations were reduced it was simply to 
compel the wandering and demoralized Indi- 
ansto return to their homes, So long as the 
Indians performed their treaty obligations 
and were fairly industrious, they were better 
provided with food than when they subsisted 
on the buffalo.” To add anything to this 
statement would be to gild refined gold or 
paint the lily. 

WueEn the Manitoba farmers’ union was or- 
ganized it was denounced by politicians be- 
cause the agitation which it instituted was of 
apolitical nature, and farmers should of 
course not interfere with politics. They 
should content themselves with their farm- 
ing operations: or if they stepped outside of 
their natural vocation it should only be to 
secure the best possible market for their pro- 
duce. The fact was ignored that while it is 
not only the farmer's right but his duty to 
take an active part in politics, in seeking dis- 
tant inarkets for his produce he practically 
becomes a merchant, a new business to him 
and one for which he may not be adapted. 
The union took the advice of the politicians 
and entered into grain speculation, which 
turned out unprofiitably, as it has sometimes 
done in the hands of the most able financiers 
Now the organs of both parties unsparingly 
attack the union for having speculated in 
grain, and produce elaborate arguments to 
show that in doing so the farmers were going 
quite outside their proper sphere. The fact 
is that unconditional surrender on the part o¢ 
thefarmers is the only thing that will ever win 
approbation from those who presume to rule 
them eitherin politics or business. Now, as 
ever before, while the king governs all, the 
priest prays for all and the soldier fights for 
all, the farmer is expected ta pay for all, and 
what is more todo it without asking ques 
tions, 

Tue Calgary Herald believes that Calgary, 
were it not divided against itself, could out- 
vote the rest of Alberta for parliamentary re- 
presentation ; but believing that it will be so 
divided it advocates the conduct of the ap- 
proaching contest on strictly party lines— 
as the next best thing no doubt. Would it 
not be very much better to sink sectional and 
Partizan difference altogether, or as much ps 
possible, and run the contest strictly on 

measures and men? The sectional idea is 
most pernicious, Supposing any one section 
of the territory to be strong enough to eléct 
its man irrespective of principle or merit, he 
will be in duty bound to work for the part of 
the district which elected him, to the injury 
of the other portions, These again willin 
self defence throw every possible obstacle in 
his way and try to defeat him, and the mat- 
ter willend in mutual disadvantage, It is 
not necessary in order that a constituency 
should be well represented that its represen- 
tative should reside or have interesta in all } 
parts of it or even that he should reside in it 
at all, Many Canadian constituencies are 
proud to be represented by those who are en- 
tirely non-residents. It is necessary, how- 
ever, that a representative should be impar- 
tial, and this can be secured by selecting an 
honerable man no matter where he is from 
whether within or without the constituency. 
Although the interests of Alberta are diverse 
they are not necessarily conflicting, and 
there is no reason why one legitimate interest 
should be preferred or slighted more than 
another by the common representative. The 
party war whoop is as bad as the sectional 
cry. Electaman bound to support either 
party and his hands are tied. He is the ser- 
vant of the party not of his constituents, No 
matter how much we may respect the party 
leaders, their principles, their acte or their 
promises, it must be patent to every one that 
the object of the existence of these parties is 
not our benefit, whereas the rightiul object of

representation ia to secure forourselves those | 
benefits to which we are entitled. In elect- 
ing a man whose first alleyiance is to his par- 
ty we would be simply foregoing the main | 
advantage to secure whieh representation was | 
asked for and granted. We require a man 
who will be outside the influence of “ politi- 
cal exigencies,” so damaging to truth and the | 
public welfare. There is no such thing as in- 
depenent partizanship in Canada—that is, 
being elected as a member of a party and 
afterwards voting according to conscience. 
The man who uses the prestige of the party 
name and accepts the party assistance in his 
election owes allegiance to the party, and if 
he afterwards “bolts” he isa traitor and is | 
justly treated as such. In claiming to be a | 
party man he places the interest of the party | 
firstand he has no right afterwards as an 
honorable man to desert that interest for 
those of his constituents,

atchewan ; D. Ross chairman, J. A. Mac- 
Dougall secretary. About forty persons were 
present, and the greatest unanimity pre- 
Nailed. 

The chairman said he had presided at a 
similar meeting held in 1875 to 
against the erection of the present police bar- 
racks at Fort Saskatchewan. Personally be 
made more money When the pol ce came from 
a distance than when close at band, and he 
thought the merchants could say the same.
